It is 
the industrious and responsible tenant who needs 
help, and we see no reason why it cannot be pro- 
vided him by carefully considered legislation. 

The growth of tenant farming is one.of the mogt 
serious evils of our history. It is essential to the 
nation’s stability and prosperity that this move- 
ment should be checked. A prosperous agriculture 
is the foundation of our economic and even our 
social and political welfare, but it cannot be pre- 
served if half or more than palf of our farms are 
yorked by men who have no tnterest in the land 
ve to absorb its immediate profits—who cannot 
ord to improve it, who put no roots into the 
communities where they temporarily dwell. 

The problem is a complex and difficult one. 
Mere easy loans will not solve it, but they will 
help, and every possible help is needed to hold men 
contentedly in agriculture.

DISABLED SOLDIERS. 
{Indianapolis News. | 

The Philadelphia Public Ledger, after looking into 
the situation, holds congress responsible for the 
shameful neglect of our sick and digabled soldiers. 
The paper-has found that “ between 10,000 and 12,009 
former soldiers, sailors, and marines suffering from 
tuberculosis and from nervous and mental diseases, 
including insanity, are not receiving proper medical 
care and treatment because of an acute lack of hos- 
pital facilities." There is, as is usually the case, 
some dispute as to the allotment of the blame. The 
war risk bureau and the puBlic health service say 
that they are crippled because of the failure of con- 
gress to vote the necessary funds. Congress insists 
that accommodations now available are not being 
used. The people are not greatly interested jn this 
controversy, for what they demand is that the sol- 
diers be cared for. : 

These men must be cared for. Here the question 
is not one of finance, but of humanity, patriotism, 
and keeping faith. The service they rendered is 
beyond all price. Yet congress is proposing to vote 
hundreds of millions of dollars to former soldiers 
who stand in no need of assistance, while it finds it 
| impossible to provide the very modest sum required 
to minister to the sick and wounded. Nothing is 
too good for these men. Even if the executive depart- 
ments have been remiss, that is no reason for any 
holding back on the part of congress.

that you have in mind acute phlebitis, the 


cause is infection with some bacillus such as 
the pmeumococcus, the typhoid bacillus, or 
coccus. Phiebitis occasionally occurs 
during typhoid fever due to bacilli locating 
on the vein wall, setting up inflammation and 
causing clot. It is one cause of milk leg in 
women who have been recently confined. The 
only treatment commonly needed is to keep 


_ the affected leg or arm quiet, somewhat ele- 


vated, and warmly wrapped. Cure almost al-

—The seerctury of war has directed that 
members of those army organizations 
which have been awarded the French 
fourragere for having received two cita- 
tions each in French orders of the army 
will cease to wear these decorations when 
transferred to another organization.

| TRANSPLANTING 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Plants in hot beds and cold frames 
need particular attention where out- 
door transplanting has been delayed. 
During cold, rainy weather, when the' 


of killing frosts, the plants, regardless | 
of ‘their size, should not be set in the 
garden. They need protection in such 
weather and must be kept under glass. 
Early plants started in hot beds 
early in March should be large enough 
to transplant now. If allowed to re- 
main undisturbed too long they become 
tall and slender and are not desirable. 
When it is necessary to keep plants in 
hot bed after they are large enough 
to be set in the open they should be 
reset within the bed or transferred to 
cold frames. 

Usually when the early plants atarted 
indoors or in hot beds reach a height 
of two or three inches, they should 
be transplanted. 

In shifting from one part of the bed 
to another or to other containers, set 
the plants to stand about two or three 
inches apart each way. Aa 
twice before’setting in the‘open is com- 
mon. It can be done a third time if 
unfavorable weather conditions 
outdoor planting.

The Beethoven Appassionata 
received an admirably clear, tonally 
compelling, and thoroughly musicianly 
interpretation, the slow movement be- 
ing especially excellent.
